Eriogroul. Hervisit confirms the worst news. 
The estimate, of two survivors first. brought here 
of the number drowned is only too correct. 

The survivors numbered sixty-seven, of whom 
only nine, we hear, were. severely wounded, 
although all were suffering from slightcontusions, 
There were already three Japanese doctors on 
the.'spot, but they were. insufficiently provided 
with instruments. The presence of the Woly's 
doctor was a godsend, therefore, and he promptly 
dressed the worst wounds.. The men were being 
housed:in a temple and tea-honse, and said they 


had been very kindly. treated by the Japanese,

who had furnished them with food, 
lodging.’ After the men ‘had ‘been looked to 
they were sent on board, and by eleven a.m. 65 
had been embarked, two of the most physically

+ A correspondent writes as follows in: The 

Times:—The wnexpected resignation of the 

‘commission which Captain Lang held under the 
Chinese Government as European director. of 
their fleet.is generally regarded as a retrograde, 
meastre, and.as entailing’a check to China's 
plans of becoming a great naval Power in 
the Pacific: It -suggests a consideration of 
the attempt made by the Peking Government 
within, the Inst thirty years to crente a war 
navy in accordance with modern requirements, 
for it mst not be supposed that China only 
tealised hee weakness at sta_,when’ Captain 
Lang was’ appointed to ‘the command a 
few years ago. “The foreign war of 1859-50 
brought home to the Chinese their weakness at 
sea. nnd one of their first measures towards 
placing thr mseives in a better pesition of defence 
was to purchase [:rcign-made, ships and to 
employ foreign officers. The results of thirty 
years’ attention and outlay can only be des- 
‘cried in qualified terms. China has acqilired 
many valuable ships of war, but in some of the 
essentials for a good navy.she is still Iament- 
ably deficient, and in none is’ the want. more 
perceptible than in trained and efficient officers. 
The resignation of Captain Lang and the other 
European officers, nearly all of whom have 
followed his: eximple,'d prives China of the 
only officers worthy of the name that she 
possessed, Then follows some account of the 
Lay-Osborne attempt td givé China a navy 
which as our readers know, ‘resulted in‘a fia‘ co, 
and aso of the necessity’ for.a navy shown by 
the Japanese. Formosan Expedition, and the 
troubles with Russia and France. For the first 
in its history Chinese men-of-war ploughed the 
seas from Korea to Sumatra, and the Imperial 
‘ensivn became familiar-at Singapore, Sdul, and 
Nagasaki, The security with which these 
exp:nsive ironclads traversed the dangerous seas 
of the East was due’ to the skilland practical 
Knowledge of Captsin Lang-and his few subor- 
dinates, althouh the Chinese Admiral Ting and 
other native officers may have been misled by 
national’ vanity into the helief that they were 
capable: of directing unaided the cumbrous and 
costly engines of modern naval warfare, 
It will thus b* seen that Captain: Lang's 
endeaveur to bring the Chinese navy up ‘to 
the times has resu'ted in very much .the 


same impasse a8 cccurred in 1863, when |. 


Captain Sherrard Osborn was intrusted with a 
somewhat similar task, On this occasion China 
has acquired, and also retains, a fleet of valuable 
warships, bus she has not the necessary cadre of 
trained officers to make them ofany use, They 
are [ar ton valuable to be intrusted to any but 
trained officers and engincers, and these can 
only be found among Europeans." . : 
: The enumeration of the’ vessels belcnging to 
China. shows that the Chinese Government has 
purchased at, very great cdst_a considerable 
pumber ¢f modern warships, They. have also 
constructed the necessary harbours, -repalring 
docks, and arsenals to keep up its efficiency. 
Moreover, the sailors have shown themselves 
fairly expert in their duties, and, therefore, 
it my be confidently asserted that China has 
made real progress towards obtaining a navy 
adapted to modern conditions. .
